To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Glendale  Rural  District  Council 

Vital  Statistics  There  were  58  births  registered  which  compares  with 
68  in  1967  and  84  in  1966.  The  crude  birth  rate  was  8.9  births  per 
thousand  population  and  the  adjusted  rate  10.0  per  thousand,  the  area 
comparability  factor  for  births  being  unchanged  at  1.13.  These  rates 
compare  with  ones  of  10.2  and  11. 5 respectively  in  the  District  in 
1967  and  of  16.9  in  England  and  1/Vales  in  1968. 

Total  deaths  numbered  90  and  thus  there  was  a considerable  excess 
of  deaths  over  births.  Sixty  eight  deaths  were  aged  65  years  and  over 
and  49  were  aged  75  years  and  over.  The  crude  death  rate  was  13»7  per 
thousand  and  the  adjusted  rate  13*2  per  thousand.  These  rates  compare 
with  ones  of  11. 3 and  11.0  respectively  in  the  District  in  1967  and  of 
11.9  in  England  and  Wales  in  1968. 

There  were  two  infant  deaths  both  aged  under  one  week  and  an  infantile 
mortality  rate  of  34.5  pen  thousand  live  births.  The  national  rate  was 
18  per  thousand.  There  were  no  maternal  deaths. 

The  causes  of  death  are  shown  in  the  table.  These  are  recorded  under 
the  Abbreviated  List  of  50  causes  from  the  International  Classification 
of  Diseases.  In  1968  this  list  replaced  the  Abridged  list  of  36  causes. 
This  change  has  meant  that  more  conditions  are  specifically  listed  as 
opposed  to  being  placed  under  general  headings. 

Immunisation  The  statistics  show  the  number  of  children  in  the  North  1 
Area  who  were  vaccinated  and  immunised  during  the  year.  The  percentages 
of  primary  immunisations  of  infants  were  considerably  lower  than  in  1967* 
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It  seems  certain  that  this  was  only  an  apparent  fall  in  the  numbers  carried 
out  and  one  which  will  be  rectified  in  future  years.  The  reason  for  this 
fall  is  that  in  the  summer  the  schedule  for  immunisation  was  altered  and 
whereas  previously  many  infants  had  completed  the  course  by  6 months  of  age 
under  the  new  schedule  primary  courses  are  not  completed  until  1 year  of  age. 

Vaccination  against  measles  with  one  dose  of  live  attenuated  vaccine 
commenced  nationally.  Initially  it  was  made  available  for  children  aged  4 
to  7 years,  subsequently  for  all  other  children  under  l6  years,  and  to  be 
routinely  included  in  the  immunisation  programme  in  the  second  year  of  life. 
Infectious  Diseases  Very  few  infectious  diseases  were  notified  and  these 
are  shown  in  the  table.  No  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified. 

Housing  Mr.  Field  has  again  reported  in  considerable  detail  on  the  amount 
of  substandard  housing  in  the  District.  Although  there  are  a significant 
number  of  houses  which  could  benefit  from  improvement  or  reconditioning 
applications  for  grants  have  almost  dried  up.  The  waiting  list  for  new 
housing  comprises  of  persons  who  largely  seek  better  amenities  and  over- 
crowding is  not  a problem.

INTRODUCTION 


My  Lord,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  report  is  submitted  with  the  usual  allocation  of  sub-headings 
so  that  easy  comparison  nan  be  made  with  other  reports  if  so  desired. 

This  report  is  my  twenty-first  which  I have  the  honour  of  presenting 
to  you. 

The  staff  of  the  department  remain  unchanged.  Mrs  J.E.,  Anderson 
my  Secretary  now  having  completed  twelve  years  service  and  Mr.  G.  Stephenson 
the  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector  six  years.  Mr.  A.  Murray  commenced 
duties  in  December  taking  the  place  of  Mr.  Dunn  as  Draughtsman  and  General 
Duties  Assistant. 

The  duties  allocated  to  this  department  remain  much  the  same  as  the 
previous  year  namely: *-

Sewage  Disposal 

Public  Cleansing

Although  the  responsibility  of  street  lighting  was  taken  over  by  the 
County  Council  we  continue  to  maintain  these  on  delegated  agreement. 


GENERAL  INFORMATION 


Water  Supply 

The  purity  of  all  water  supplies  within  the  district  continued  to  be 


watched  closely 
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The  policy  of  regular  sampling  from  all  private  sources  of  supply 
for  drinking  purposes  is  upheld.  The  Public  Health  Laboratory  examined 
bacteriologically  42  samples  submitted  to  them.  l4  of  these  were 
unsatisfactory  and  received  further  attention.  Such  unsatisfactory 
results  mean  the  follow  up  and  further  samples  taken  together  with 
discussions  with  the  owner  or  his  representative.  I am  pleased  to  put 
on  record  that  owners  are  invariably  most  anxious  to  correct  any  cause 
for  complaint  that  can  be  found.  Owners  of  property  whose  water  is 
supplied  from  private  sources  are  generally  loathe  however  to  embark  on 
the  heavy  capital  expenditure  involved  in  connecting  $ip  to  a mains 
supply.  This  particularly  so,  as  the  grants  from  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  are  less  to  connect  to  a public  supply  than  are  paid  to 
develop  private  ones. 

The  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Water  Company  continue  to  supply  us 
with  the  results  of  examination  of  all  samples  taken  by  them  from  their 
undertaking.  During  the  year,  under  this  heading,  53  samples  were 
taken  of  which  50  were  satisfactory  and  3 unsatisfactory. 

Sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal 

Wooler  Sewage  Works  continues  to  produce  an  unsatisfactory  effluent. 
Whilst  every  effort  is  made  to  obtain  the  most  from  the  present  works  the 
standard  of  sewage  required  after  treatment  cannot  be  obtained 
satisfactorily  with  the  existing  works. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  County  Surveyor  had  still  not  reappraised 
the  route  of  the  proposed  Wooler  By-Pass  for  A. 697?  Morpeth  - Cornhill. 
Until  £he  effect  of  this  new  alignment  is  known  no  possible  alternative 
site  can  be  suggested  for  the  new  sewage  works. 

Whilst  the  Northumbrain  River  Authority  continue  to  press  for  action 
in  this  matter  they  have  been  very  patient  with  ub  in  the  past. 
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Effluent  samples  continue  to  be  taken  by  the  River  Authority 
from  all  Sewage  Disposal  Works  in  addition  to  Wooler  at  Milfield, 
Lowick,  Crookham,  Branxton,  Bowsden,  Wark  and  Chat ton.  The  works 
constructed  in  the  post  war  years  at  Lowick,  Wark,  Chat ton  and 
Crookham  give  consistently  good  reports.  So  soon  as  some  policy 
is  decided  on  for  improving  Wooler  Works  it  will  be  necessary  to 
make  provision  in  the  near  future  for  improving  the  works  at 
Milfield  and  Bowsden. 

Meat  and  Other  Food  Inspection 

The  amounts  of  meat  and  offal  will  be  found  in  Appendix  3 of 
this  report.  The  high  percentage  of  disease  found  in  cattle  is 
almost  wholly  contributable  to  liver  fluke,  most  of  the  cattle 
being  of  Irish  origin. 

Tuberculosis  in  cattle  is  now  most  rare.  The  only  ones 
encountered  are  the  reactors  of  the  attested  herd  system  which 
are  slaughtered  at  Wooler. 

Food  Hygiene 

It  is  hoped  that  the  new  factory  for  the  poultry  packing 
business,  discussions  on  which  are  now  taking  place,  will  be 
flourishing  very  shortly.  Their  present  processing  factory  was 
never  intended  for  the  business  now  being  carried  out  in  it  and 
it  is  highly  unsatisfactory. 

An  adverse  report  was  submitted  to  the  Council  in  connection 
with  a bakery  and  I am  glad  to  say  these  premises  were  closed 
towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

Continuing  vigilance  is  necessary  to  ensure  that  all  food 
premises  are  inspected  regularly  as  occupiers  soon  allow  hygienic 
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principles  to  deteriorate  unless  continually  supervised. 

A butchery  business  was  closed  during  the  year  in  Wooler 
but  the  shop  has  remained  open  as  a small  supermarket. 

The  number  of  food  businesses  at  the  end  of  the  year  is 
made  up  as  follows

Unsound  food  inspected  on  various  premises  was  surrendered 
to  me  by  the  owners  and  this  was  buried  on  the  tips.  The  owners 
of  unsound  food  are  generally  anxious  that  this  should  be  inspected 
if  only  to  obtain  the  necessary  certificate  on  which  free 
replacement  can  be  obtained. 

Milk  and  Dairies 

There  is  no  change  in  the  number  of  retail  purveyors  of  milk. 
This  number  remains  at  three. 

Although  the  County  Public  Health  Inspector  by  arrangement 
with  this  Council  takes  samples  of  milk  regularly,  copies  of  such 
examinations  we  receive,  I have  continued  to  take  samples  from 
producer/retailers  for  Brucella  Abortus.  These  samples  have  to 
date  proved  negative. 

Unlike  last  year  I received  two  complaints  from  the  consumers 
of  milk.  Unfortunately  the  complaints  were  made  after  the  milk 
complained  of  had  beed  disposed  of.  I would  again  emphasise,  as  I 
have  done  in  previous  reports,  that  no  action  can  be  taken  unless 
the  affending  milk  or  other  articles  can  be  produced  at  the  time 
the  complaint  is  made. 

Public  Cleansing 

It  is  with  the  utmost  regret  that  it  is  put  on  record  the 
Shelvoke  and  Drewry  fore  and  aft  tipper  UNL  775  w&s  involved  in

a fatal  accident  in  which  a Northumberland  County  Council  workman 
was  killed.  Although  at  the  inquest  no  fault  was  found  with  the 
Council’s  driver  the  Police  referred  charges  in  connection  with 
the  inefficient  brakes  against  the  Council,  the  workman  and  myself. 
Although  convictions  were  obtained  with  the  first  two  defendants 
no  case  was  proved  against  me* 

Delivery  was  taken  about  the  time  of  this  accident  in  May  of 
a 35  cu.yd.  Pakamatic  S.  and  D.  This  vehicle  has  worked  well  for 
the  remainder  of  the  year  and  has  fulfilled  all  expectations.  The 
older  vehicle  UNL  775  is  capable  of  service  until  1971  when  it  will 
need  to  be  replaced  due  to  the  Motor  Vehicle  (Construction  and  Use) 
Regulations,  1966  which  rules  out  its  further  use. 

With  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  new  vehicle  the  use  of 
the  Scotts  Quarry  tip  in  Wooler  was  terminated,  all  tipping  now 
being  carried  out  at  Ford  and'  Dryburn  tips. 

Scotts  Quarry  has  been  let  as  a scrap  iron  yard. 

The  report  on  the  pilot  scheme  for  paper  sack  collection 
inaugurated  in  1967  was  given  during  the  year.  Although  the  results 
were  not  fully  conclusive  there  was  a case  for  further  use  and  I am 
pleased  to  put  on  record  that  the  Council  agreed  to  reconsider  this 
matter  in  19&9* 

The  two  tips  just  mentioned  at  Ford  and  Dryburn  are  generally  well 
maintained  and  no  cause  for  complaint  has  arisen.  Each  of  these 
tips  was  systematically  treated  for  rat  infestation. 

The  number  of  bins  issued  as  replacements  to  Council  property 
was  28  being  down  on  the  previous  year,  as  was  the  case  with  the  17 
sold  to  private  houses. 
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Due  to  increased  costs  * chiefly  in  labour,  cleansing  was 
£9,007*  19»  2d.  the  equivalent  of  a l/2d.  rate  which  was  slightly 
up  on  the  previous  year.  This  still  represents  about  1/-  a week  for 
refuse  collection  and  disposal  from  the  average  dwelling  house  in 
the  district. 

Petrol  Licensing 

The  number  of  licences  issued  during  the  year  remained  at  87* 
Although  there  was  one  new  licence  and  existing  one  was  cancelled. 

The  storage  capacity  covered  by  these  licences  is  84,200  gallons. 

Messrs.  Petrofina  Ltd.  completed  the  first  stage  of  their  storage 
tank  farm  on  the  Council's  Industrial  Site  and  a special  licence  was 
issued  to  cover  this. 

Salvage 

The  income  from  the  sale  of  waste  paper  was  half  of  that  for  the 
previous  year  at  £85.  This  is  a great  disappointment  as  the  prices 
offered  by  the  Board  Mills  have  been  higher  than  the  previous  year 
1967.  For  some  reason  at  present  not  known  more  paper  has  managed  to 
find  its  way  into  the  dustbins  than  during  previous  years  and  this  has 
given  rise  to  more  work  at  the  tips  in  finding  cover  to  prevent 
nuisance  and  combustion. 

Pest  Control 

Although  this  service  is  given  free  of  charge  to  occupiers  of 
domestic  premises  I feel  that  the  service  is  not  receiving  the 
publicity  it  might  as  we  have  had  only  l6  complaints,  an  increase  of 
2 on  last  year.  Of  these  only  8 were  from  domestic  premises  the 
remaining  8 being  from  business  premises  for  which  a charge  was  made. 

All  Council  properties  are  serviced  at  least  twice  a year  and 
those  found  needing  more  attention  receive  more  detailed  treatment. 
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There  were  only  10  minor  infestations  found  and  these  were  subsequently 
dealt  with. 

Factory,  Offices  and  Shops  Inspection 

These  premises  continue  to  receive  attention  and  constant  inspections 
are  made. 

No  really  serious  infringements  have  been  detected.  The  most  common 
appear  to  be  those  of  insufficient  artificial  lighting  in  offices  and  in 
staircases  and  passages  to  such  offices.  As  I said  in  the  previous  years 
report  the  absence  of  a legal  standard  makes  the  work  of  improving  such 
lighting  more  difficult.  Whilst  it  is  acknowledged  guidance  has  been 
given  by  the  Department  of  Employment  and  Productivity  there  is  no  legal 
standard  in  existance. 

Street  Lighting 

Before  the  adoption  of  street  lighting  by  the  County  Council  due  to 
a change  in  law  in  196? , the  Council  had  been  very  much  in  the  forefront 
of  lighting  all  the  villages  in  the  district.  Minor  improvements  have 
taken  place  since  then  and  I think  there  will  he  very  few  rural  districts 
who  can  claim  this  record  before  the  County  Council  became  responsible. 
Council  Houses 

During  the  year  all  the  one  bedroom  houses  in  Wooler  had  warning 
bells  and  lights  installed.  These  give  external  notice  of  an  emergency 
within  and  they  have  been,  well  received  by  all  the  tenants  to  whom  they 
offer  an  added  feeling  of  security.  Needless  to  say  this  added  item  of 
equipment  will  need  constant  maintenance  to  keep  it  fully  operative. 

The  cost  of  repairs  for  the  financial  year  ending  31st  March, 

1969  was  £12.  13.  0.  per  house.  This  will  be  the  highest  figure  _ 
recorded  over  the  past  20  years.  This  includes  the  external  painting 
of  over  half  the  houses. 
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Supervision  and  management  at  £6.  12.  6.  was  slightly  higher  than 
the  previous  year* 

The  increase  in  the  repair  figure  was  forcast  in  my  annual  report 
of  the  previous  year. 

The  total  number  of  dwellings  owned  by  the  Council  is  478. 

Housing;  (Financial  and  Miscellaneous  Provisions)  Act  1938  ~ 1938 

During  the  year  four  applications  were  received. 

The  number  of  houses  erected  with  the  assistance  of  this  subsidy 
for  which  grant  has  been  paid  is  105. 

Private  Houses 

Eight  houses  were  built  for  and  occupied  by  private  owners. 

Housing  Act  1 949-6 1 

The  number  of  grants  approved  was  again  a considerable  reduction 
on  the  previous  year.  One  can  only  assume  that  all  the  houses  required 
for  farm  workers  have  already  been  modernised.  There  remains  a balance 
of  houses  suitable  for  modernisation  in  Wooler  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
present  Housing  Bill  now  before  Parliament  might  give  the  Council  added 
powers  to  deal  with  such  properties. 

The  number  of  standard  grants  approved  was  one,  a decrease  of  four 
on  last  year.  The  amount  of  grant  totalled  £155*  0.  0. 

The  number  of  applications  for  discretionery  grant  was  ten,  a 
decrease  of  four  on  last  year,  and  the  amount  of  grant  approved  for 
these  totalled  £1,581.  10.  0. 

Building  Plans 

The  Building  Regulations  have  again  been  amended  and  are  proving 
much  more  complicated  to  administer  than  the  previous  byelaws.  In  my 
opinion  it  is  a fair  comment  to,  say  that  Building  Contractors  generally 
have  not  kept  themselves  aware  of  the  requirements  of  these  Regulations. 

The  number  of  plans  dealt  with  for  Planning  and  Building  Regulations 
totalled  100  ah  increase  of  6 on  the  previous  year,  all  of  which  were 


approved  under  the  Building  Regulations.  Of  these  78  were  for  planning 
consents  of  which  74  were  approved  and  4 rejected. 

For  these  the  Council  received  £268.  "10.  0.  towards  administration 
costs  from  the  County  Council. 

Housing  - Demolition  and  Improvements 

Appendix  1 shows  the  housing  standards  prevailing.  Many  houses 
retained  in  these  numbers  are  suitable  for  demolition  and  are  unoccupied 
but  are  still  included  in  the  total.  This  should  be  borne  in  mind  when 
assessing  the  housing  situation  in  the  area. 

Transport 

With  the  exception  of  the  small  grass  cutter  all  the  Council's 
transport  now  operates  on  diesel  fuel.  This  is  purchased  annually  as 
the  result  of  competitive  tenders  and  is  at  present  being  supplied  by 
the  Northern  Farmers'  Oils  Ltd.  The  annual  pruchase  for  the  year  was 
3,500  gallons  and  of  this  the  cleansing  vehicles  used  2,776  gallons  an 
increase  of  539  on  the  previous  year. 

The  new  Pakamatic  lorry  averaged  7*74  m.p.g.  on  a total  consumption 
of  1,299  gallons  covering  10,061  miles.  The  S & D fore  and  aft  tipper, 
the  older  of  the  two  vehicles  used  1,135  gallons  covering  12,220  miles 
at  an  average  consumption  of  10. 7 m.p.g.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind 
when  comparing  these  two  vehicles  that  the  new  lorry  has  a carrying 
capacity  of  almost  double  that  of  the  older  one. 

A full  years  work  with  the  Austin  J4  van  shows  that  the  vehicle 
used  289  gallons  of  fuel  and  covered  10,548  miles  at  an  average  of 
36.5  m.p.g.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  this  is  the  exact  rate 
of  consumption  of  that  covering  the  latter  part  of  the  previous  year 
when  delivery  was  taken,  over  a mileage  of  3i300* 

The  massey  Ferguson  tractor  and  trailer  is  a most  useful  piece 
of  equipment  although  a larger  model  would  have  been  better  for  the 
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work  being  done.  This  should  be  borne  in  mind  when  the  time  for 
replacement  arrives.  The  amount  of  fuel  used  was  49 2 gallons  an 
increase  of  89  gallons  on  the  previous  year.  Due  to  the  work  carried 
out,  such  as  loading  and  tip  dressing,  no  yard  stick  can  be  indicated 
for  comparison.  Some  of  this  increase  can  be  attributed  to  the 
increased  number  of  journeys  to  Ford  and  Dryb.urn  tips  now  that  Saott 
Quarry  is  closed.  • ' 

Conclusion 

Various  repairs  and  improvements  have  been  carried  out  on  the 
industrial  site  and  I am  convinced  that  in  another  year  or  so  when 
the  road  works,  lighting  and  poultry  packing  factory  are  completed 
a much  improved  app=>  arance  will  be  seen. 

The  work  of  the  department  has  been  rendered  more  efficient  by 
the  employment  of  Mr.  A.  Murray  as  Draughtsman  and  Technical  Assistant. 

Mr.  Stephenson  my  assistant  is  most  painstaking  and  is  a tower  of 
strength. 

My  secretary  Mrs.  Anderson  copes  with  the  many  enquiries  from  the 
public  admirably  whilst  continuing  to  cope  with  the  administrative 
documents  and  paper  work  which  continue  to  increase  yearly. 

The  Clerk  of  the  Council  and  his  staff  have  continued  to  keep  me 
fully  informed  on  matters  appertaining  to  my  duties'  and  I would  place 
on  record  my  thanks  to  all  these  people  who  have  assisted  in  any  way  to 
make  my  work  a pleasure  during  the  year. 

I would  also  like  to  thank  the  Members  for  their  kindness  and 
indulgence  to  me  during  the  year.
